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Klein Calls cut. 
on Alberta films

he Klein Government, spinning with speed and stupidity, has shattered 
another segment of Alberta. 

T'm talking about the Alberta film industry. 

Until recently The Alberta Motion Picture Development Corporation 
(AMPDC) provided funds to help local movie and television producers. 
Klein and his Kohorts pulled the plug. Kaput. Now they’re dismantling 
the Alberta Film Commission. 

There are those who say this is a good thing — after all, motion pic- 
tures and television in Alberta were not “profitable” for the government. 

Depends on your definition of profitable. Daryl (The Thornbirds) 
Duke, one of Canada’s top directors, once asked me how cost-effective a 
lighthouse was. Truth is, a lighthouse is not all that cost-effective, unless 
you find yourself lost at sea and need a bit of illumination. 

Film and television (when done properly) provide wonderful illumina- 
tion for the human spirit. Take North of 60, a popular television series 
filmed in Alberta. Sure, sometimes it’s brilliant, sometimes it’s a trifle 
flawed, but the series allows us to appreciate different viewpoints of our- 
selves. And it enables us to share this vision with the world (it’s seen in 
about 60 countries). 

By closing down the AMPDC, Klein undercut the continuation of North 
of 60 and other such dramas. The AMPDC money was critical for the 
series’ future. Without that small infusion of capital, North of 60 will fail. 
Worse, probably no other “Canadian series” will be made in Alberta. 

Other provinces realize this, and nearly all have funding available to 
help local producers. Our productions will end up being shot in 
Saskatchewan or British Columbia. In the long run, Klein and his Kohorts 
will dismantle our film industry and we might never see it rebuilt. 

While these bottom-liners (read: bottom feeders) race around the 
province in a fleet of expensive cars (Crown Victorias and Saab sedans) 
our film industry grinds to a halt. Klein justifies the enormous car fleet as 
a necessary expense. Fine. Great. Travel in style, Mr. Premier, while you 
rip out this province's soul. But be aware that pumping a few bucks into 
our film industry is far more “cost effective” than running your K-cars. 

Entertainment is a never-ending renewable asset if we nurture it. The 
money spent in developing successful film and television is returned 
many times over to the citizens of this province by promoting a cash-gen- 
erating industry and Alberta jobs. It’s even possible for Alberta to reap a 
profit on its film/television investments. Studios do it everyday. 

Of course, to make money investing in film, you have to know what 
you're doing. We certainly can’t learn how the billion dollar game is 
played if we wring the neck of the goose that laid the golden egg. 

With provincial funding we can continue to build a vibrant and prof- 
itable film/TV industry in Alberta. With no help, there will be little or no 
film/TV industry. Everyone will lose — local talent, investors and the citi- 
zens of Alberta. Film and television is a golden nest egg but not if Klein's 
hobnailed boot continues to stomp. 

There’s a tragic film in the way Klein & Kompany have shattered the 
tiny bulb in our “cost effective” lighthouse. But at the clip Klein is going, 
no one will be left to make that or any other film in Alberta. 

That's even more tragic.

Exotic foods in 
familiar locales 


Dinner parties are back in fashion; 
dinner party fashions have changed |

of the 1950's instinctively 

knew about the latest trends in 
food. Friday night guests gorged on 
french onion dip (the dehydrated soup 
in the sour cream version), porcupine 
meatballs in grape jelly and chili sauce, 
and bowls of Chex Party mix. In the 
90's, keeping abreast of what’s in or out 
among countless choices is challenging 

SEE Magazine turned to local spe- 
cialty and gourmet food shops for some 
insight to what's hot for the palate. 

“Indian food is all the rage right now. 
Curries and chutneys are big sellers 
with our customers,” reported Liz 
Jackson, owner of Colonial 
Marketplace. Bottled curry sauces in 
Lemon, Bombay, Almond and Tandoori 
flavors team up with prepared chutneys 
in traditional, mango and banana varie- 
ties. Powdered spices come in several 
curry blends. There is even a sampler 
of exotic Indian spices such as 
Asafetida. 

Ethnic cuisine is a food trend that 
has staying power. Major grocery 
stores and specialty shops now stock 
in-store or imported brands of sauces 
and spice blends for international 
appeal. Stir-fry sauces, Thai sauces and 
mixes, Italian pastas and bruschetta, 
and Mexican salsas and spices are still 
abundant. Packaged products like 
Italian risotto, curried rice pilafs, and 
Tabouli with few preservatives and lots 
of flavor are also available. 

More people are hosting gourmet din- 
ner parties, according to Jackson. As a 
result, specialty game meats are 
increasing in popularity. Buffalo, wild 
boar, and rabbit are all offered at 
Colonial Marketplace. Jackson notes 
her customers frequently choose lamb. 
Debaji’s also offers extensive cuts of 
pork, chicken, lamb and beef. 

Accompaniments for these meats are 
filling the shelves. Debaji’s and 
Colonial Marketplace carry peach pep-

ike the day Lana Turner was

“There I was, just sing- 
ing away, minding my own busi- 
ness,” MacLean giggled over the 
phone recently. 

Nothing unusual there, except 
those music fans were staffers 
from the successful Nettwerk indie 
label, and they liked what they 
heard. They asked MacLean, 
whose father used to be a country 
gospel singer, to work with the 
label.

“I was in absolute shock, but it 
felt very magical,” she said. “It was 
amazing. I definitely wasn’t expect- 
ing it.” 

At the time, making music for a 
living wasn’t something MacLean 
had given much thought to.

“It was really nice to 
get feedback on my songs.” 

Eventually, MacLean was asked 
to contribute a song, Let Her Feel 
The Rain, to the Nettwerk compi- 
lation Lit From Within, a benefit 
for rape crisis centres across 
Canada.

The bubbly MacLean is-now on 
the road with Canadian superstar 
Tom Cochrane for her first-ever 
tour. They perform at University of 
Alberta’s Myer Horowitz Theatre 
Wednesday, Oct. 16. “I'm so excit- 
ed, I can hardly believe it,” she 
admitted.

sige huge tour buses and a big 
lineup outside the Rev usually 
indicates fairly successful main- 
stream bands. Mainstream may not 
be the word for last Thursday night’s 
entertainers, but make no mistake — 
the Doughboys and Therapy? are 
intensely good live acts, both worthy 
of their popularity. 

Veterans of the Canadian inde- 
pendent music scene, with five 
albums and countless singles to 
their credit, Doughboys’ choice of 
songs was wide and varied. Their 
set included Tradition from 1989's 
Whatever and plenty from more 
the recent breakthrough album 
Crush. Neighborhood Villain had 





its usual intensity and Happy 
Home its jumpy pop melodies. 

The mellower songs from new 
album Turn me on, with vocals by 
bassist Peter Arsenault, grew on 
me live, having been given a decid- 
edly heavier edge. 

Although guitarist Wiz is a new- 
comer, he filled the now-departed 
Jonathan Cummins’ shoes well, 
adding his own flare to the band’s 
trademark pop rhythms. There 
was no lack of enthusiasm, despite 
what was billed as a possible band 
break-up earlier this year. 

Obviously, Edmonton's Dough- 
boys fan base is devoted, given the 
enthusiastic response. One lucky 
kid even got to play frontman John 
Kastner's guitar during the encore. 

Therapy? lived up to crowd 
expectations too.

oy Rogers has played some 
wonderful live performances in 
Edmonton (an opening gig at Jazz 
City comes to mind), so there may 
be some high expectations when the 
San Francisco-based slide guitarist 
brings his band, the Delta Rhythm 
Kings, to the Sidetrack Café (10333 - 
112 St.) Tuesday, Oct. 15. He’s up to 
the challenge. 
“I think you should always be 
better live than on record,” he said 
in an interview Tuesday. “There’s 


always more energy in a live show 
and I think you should use that 
energy.” 

It doesn't hurt that Rogers plays 
a mean slide, as demonstrated 
through eight recordings since 
1976 and a four-year stint in the 
mid-1980s playing in John Lee 
Hooker's band. “I was a little rock 
n’ roller back in the '60s, but that 
all changed when I heard my first 
Robert Johnson record,” Rogers 
said, explaining his decision to 
take up slide guitar. 

Rogers’ latest release, Rhythm 
and Groove, continues along the 
blués path he’s forged, with covers 
of tunes by Willie Dixon and Mose 
Allison. The bulk of the songs are 
his own, however, including a 
country-tinged duet with Maria 
Muldaur called For the Love of a 


Woman. 

“That's a sweet track,” he said in 
response to a question about the 
tune. The song represented a “full 
circle” for him, since Muldaur per- 
formed a duet with him on his very 
first record. 

Performing isn’t the 46 year- 
old’s only strength. With produc- 
tion credits on the last four John 
Lee Hooker albums, all of which 
were nominated for Grammy 
awards, Rogers has also estab- 
lished himself as an important pro- 
ducer. 

Currently, he’s producing a trib- 
ute compilation to folk legend 
Ramblin’ Jack Elliot, “the last guy 
to hit the road with Woodie 
Guthrie.” Guest performers in- 
clude Arlo Guthrie, Jerry i 
Walker and Tom Waits.

ometime before 1997, a multinational con- 
glomerate will swallow up two small 
Edmonton businesses. 

But the parties will hammer out the 
details, after hours of negotiations, without 
the usual involvement of investment 
lawyers, popping photographers’ flashbulbs, 
cheesy smiles and a thick contract worded 
in unintelligible legal jargon. 

The deal is more likely to take place at 
one of the Hells Angels’ fortified bunkers as 
members of the Rebels and Grim Reapers 
replace their colors in a ‘patchover’ ceremo- 


ny. 

“Tf the Hells Angels want to move in, 
there’s nothing you can do about it and 
nothing I can do about it,” says a source 
within the Rebels’ motorcycle club who 
requested anonymity. “Big companies take 
over little companies. 

“This is something that has been in the 
works for years.” 

In fact, it's surprising the lucrative Alberta 
black market in narcotics and flesh has 
avoided the clutches of the world’s most 
feared outlaw biker gang, which has 11 
other chapters across Canada, for this long. 

At present, three smaller motorcycle 
clubs with 80 full-fledged members operate 
in Alberta: the Rebels, the Grim Reapers and 
the King’s Crew. About 30 members of the 
Rebels and Grim Reapers live in the 
Edmonton area. The city’s police service 
believes these two clubs, with as many as 
300 associate members, control much of the 
prostitution and drug trade in Alberta’s capi- 
tal. 


But the Hels Angela potential foray into 
the city has caused the police to snarl like a 
mother bear protecting its cubs. 

After Angels from chapters in British 
Columbia and i 



















Gordon, a civilian spokesman for the 
Edmonton police department. 

Law enforcement officials want to dis- 
courage the Angels from moving into 
Edmonton. Behind the shrill bravado at 
press conferences, Gordon admitted police 
fear the Angels more than any other orga- 
nized crime group. 

“We might be facing our greatest crime 
threats right now,” Gordon said. 

“That's not to downplay domestic vio- 
lence or historic sexual abuse. But in terms 
of hard crime, these guys are the worst. The 
Rebels, the Asian gangs, the Jamaican poss- 
es, the Grim Reapers, they're nothing com- 


pared to these guys. They are just the warm- 


up acts.” 

Originally formed 
after the Second World 
War by a group of dis- 
charged airmen with a 
predilection for Harley 
Davidson motorcycles, 
the Oakland-based 
Hells Angels possess 
resources unlike any 
other outlaw biker 
gang. More than 1,200 
members wear the 
gang’s colors — the 
Angels’ feared winged 
death’s head insignia — 
in 20 countries around 
the world. 

And, according to 
police intelligence 
reports, Gordon said civilians should forget 
the gang’s image as a bunch of beer-swilling 
petty thugs who drive their prized hogs and 
tweak the establishment’s nose. 

“The days of dealing with the leathers and 
hogs, that’s the front end of the operation. 
That's part of a romantic image largely per- 
petrated by Hollywood,” Gordon said. 


“Many of the people that run those organiza- 


tions wear Armani suits, drive Jaguars and 


_ use laptops and uplinks. 


“They are highly sophisticated. They even 
use their own counterintelligence against 
police. 

“We are in a serious battle for control, it’s 
archy versus order. Unfortunately, I don’t 
our community realizes that.”

sell drugs is for them to continue to promote 
their product.

“I used to ride with the 
guys from (Quebec's Hells Angels chapter) 
when they were 
known as the 
Popeyes.” 

Police will see 
familiar faces flying 
new colors after 
the Angels take 
over the Grim 
Reapers and the 
Rebels, who started 
in Edmonton in 
1969. 

“This isn’t any- 
thing new. Years 
ago, they had eight 
motorcycle clubs in 
Edmonton. Now, 
we have just two. 
Sooner or later, 
everybody gets 
swallowed up, just like in any industry.” 

Another former associate of the Rebels 
puts the police campaign for the hearts-and- 
minds of Joe and Joan Taxpayer in less ele- 
gant terms. 

“Chief Lindsay is an asshole. He doesn’t 
know what the fuck he is talking about. I 
would rather have the Hells Angels living 
down the street from me and my kids than 
anyone else. It would make it a lot safer,” he 
said. “It’s a Hollywood thing they've got 
against these guys.” 

The Rebels — who own property in 
Edmonton, Saskatoon, Moose Jaw and 
Calgary in their mini-regional empire — sug- 
gest the police want to create public hyste- 
ria to whip up political support for a mas- 
sive budget increase. 


pry more money out of city hall infuriated 
Gordon 

“He gives us far too much political credit. 
Perhaps somebody who espouses the theory 
has read too many novels about conspira- 
cies at the White House,” Gordon fumed. 
“That's not how this organization does busi- 
ness.” 

At the same time, Gordon suggested 
police may lack the resources to battle the 
world’s largest outlaw motorcycle gang. 

“We don’t think we have this under con- 
trol. We are struggling for resources,” he 
said. 

Police would like to see a show of sup- 
port in the community from large communi- 
ty groups to tell the Angels to stay out of 
Edmonton. 

“In terms of what the public can do, we 
don't want citizens directly involved by 
putting their personal safety at risk,” 
Gordon said. “We think it’s very important 
for Edmonton Federation of Community 
Leagues, the Chamber of Commerce, the 
churches, to stand up against this, even if 
it’s just a news conference saying that. At 
least it’s a rallying cry for community.” 

Edmonton cops aren't alone in targeting 
bikers. The Canadian Chiefs of Police, a 
national umbrella of municipal police agen- 
cies, declared war on outlaw bikers in a 
national campaign announced earlier this 
year. 

The chiefs called for tough anti-racketeer- 
ing legislation to break up the gangs’ lucra- 
tive stranglehold on trading in drugs, prosti- 
tutes and stolen goods across the country. 

The police also hope to limit rival gang 
violence, particularly ending the two-year 
turf war between the Hells Angels and Rock 
Machine in Quebec. Since 1994, police 
blame the battle for 109 bombings, nine 
deaths and 23 injuries as the rival groups 
struggle for control of the Montreal market. 

A member of the Rebels said Edmonton 
won't become another battleground, as local 
bikers seek to negotiate a solution with the 
Angels

The Stone Angel 
Roxy Theatre 

Runs to October 20 
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ejoice. It’s the one regret of dying 90-year-old 

Hagar Shipley, the indomitable heroine of The 
Stone Angel; she didn’t learn to rejoice more in the 
bounties of life. 

While Hagar’s deathbed musings offer a lesson for 
all of us, the combined team of Theatre Network and 
Workshop West have much to rejoice about. They 
have pulled off a marvellous, true-to-life-and-litera- 
ture production of Margaret Laurence’s beloved 
novel. 

The play, a chronicle of the personal triumphs and 
tragedies of one woman’ life, is as rift with humor as 
it is infused with pathos. 

Through a series of episodic flashbacks, actor 
extraordinaire Sharon Bakker allows us to piece 
together the life of cantankerous —=—— 

Hagar Shipley as she lives 
out her final days in a hos- 
pital sickroom. 

From an anxious-to- 
please six year-old to an 
eager-to-impress young 
wife, Bakker is trans- 
formed. Instantly and 
completely, she illus- 
trates the different 
stages of Hagar’s life, 
until we have an inti- 
mate knowledge of 
the people, circum- 
stances and events 
that shaped this 
proud personality. 
She's a mean old 

















bitch, our Hagar, and less loving children would have 
put a pillow over her head long before she reached 
the ripe old age of 90, but in the end, as she muses on 
life in the face of death, you can't help but love her. 

Notable support comes from Workshop West's own 
artistic director David Mann, in his role as the least 
favoured son Marvin, and Marina Stephenson Kerr, as 
Hagar’s arch rival Lottie Simmons. Doubled as 
Marvin’s wife, Stephenson Kerr gives a beautiful por- 
trayal of bitter, long-suffering Doris. Besides bountiful 
talent, she also possesses the uncanny ability to make 
her lips disappear. 

In his role as Hagar’s drunk but lusty husband 
Bram, Roman Pfob makes us believe Hagar’s blood 
would “rise to meet his” in their nights of unspoken 
passion. But that beard! It’s got to go. The smell of rug 
glue is enough to permanently kill romance. 

Minor difficulties aside, the main problem with this 
production is its length. And yet, like the dilemma 
faced by director Ben Henderson, little of the three 
hours would I axe. Each portion of the story builds on 
another, and while the scenes in Shadow Point could 
be condensed, Hagar and Murray F. Lees swapping 
life stories is the true cathartic experience in the play. 
Greg Lawson, who plays Lees among other roles, 
lends sympathy to his character, and allows Hagar 

to experience her first taste of true compassion. 
Enhanced by Robert Shannon’s simple set and 
some very strong lighting projec- 
tions, The Stone Angel is a 
great and moving piece of 
theatre.

f you see only one play this sea- 

son, head for Angels in America, 
Part One: Millennium Approaches 
at the Phoenix Theatre for two rea- 
sons. 

The first reason is fairly straight- 
forward. Once or twice a decade, 
someone writes a play that sums 
up the feelings, needs and desires 
which characterize an era. Tony 
Kushner is that playwright. 

An American, Kushner has had a 
play win the 1993 Pulitzer Prize for 
Drama, the Tony Award for Best 
Play, and the Drama Desk Award, 
and he has had work produced at 
major theatres in the States and in 
Europe. None have been as impor- 
tant, however, as the two Angels 
in America plays: Part one: 


. Millennium Approaches and Part 


Two: Perestroika (part of this 
year’s Citadel season). 

Reason number two for seeing 
this work is John Coopers' debut 
as the Phoenix Theatre Artistic 


| Director. From Bob Baker to Jim | 
; _Guedo and now to Cooper, the 


Guedo along with the theatre's 
reputation for exciting theatre. 

Angels in America was sup- 
posed to be a co-production with 
the Manitoba Theatre Centre but 
there was simply not enough 
money in the coffers. Phoenix 
Theatre still had the rights to the 
play and, after careful considera- 
tion, the decision was made to pro- 
duce a play Edmonton is very for- 
tunate to see 

“Art wants to deal with what’s 
happening right now,” said 
Cooper, in a break from rehearsal. 
“This play shines a light on our 
belief systems, institutions, social 
philosophies and makes us realize

Change is upon us, and, we must 
ask if these institutions are still 
serving us? Are we lost in ques- 
tions about those things and, most 
importantly, what choices should 
we make about them?” 

This intelligent man forged 
ahead explaining the value of 
Angels. “Historically, traditions in 
dramatic writing push through to a 
climax in a neat little bow. With 
this play, it doesn't all wrap up 
with a sense of closure leaving the 
audience to make their own choic- 
es. North America is a culture of 
denial, and this play invites us to 
be more honest, to give us the 
courage to move through our fear 
and make decisions.” 

All this questioning, howeyer, is 
the result of an extremely enter- 
taining theatrical experience 
which, despite lasting three and a 
half hours, leaves the audience 
wanting more.

orman and Ethel Thayer have 
been coming to Golden Pond 
for decades. But these last few 
haven't been kind to Norman. He’s 
79 and the ex-professor is beginning 
to fade a little. Memory, health, they 
all start to go, but this summer 
brings more then just haunting loon 
calls, Monopoly and his eightieth 
year. 
This year daughter Chelsea is com- 
ing for a visit along with her fiancé 
Billy and Billy Jr., a smart talking 15- 
year-old from LA. That’s what’s hap- 
pening this year on Golden Pond and 
On Golden Pond is what’s happening 
right now at the Mayfield Dinner 
Theatre. 

The play is a tender comedy 
centring on the relationship 
between aging Norman and those 
around him. It starts a bit slowly 
but by the middle of the first act, 
the actors seem to find their pace, 
a shade late in a two act play. 

Also, some of the dialogue 
seems a bit stilted and the original 
Ernest Thompson script could 
have used some updating. Luckily, 
Henry Beckman is the ultimate 
Grandfather. He has the age and 
experience to create a character a 
younger actor couldn't. Of course, 
it’s possible we're too used to see- 
ing Beckman as the smart talking 
old guy from all those Ford com- 
mercials, but the 75-year-old-actor, 


(Haynes) manages 
to convey the tension 
of constantly 
wanting to please 
Norman, but always 
falling short 





with enough credits to choke a 
horse, shows absolutely no sign of 
slowing down. His somewhat acer- 
bic humor combined with childlike 
vulnerability adds a poignancy this 
role needs to be effective. 

Stage veteran Betsy Palmer 
brings to her role a decorum dis- 
played by actors of a different era. 
And, for those familiar with the 
movie version, Palmer bears more 
than a passing resemblance to 
Hepburn. 

It’s hard not to love her stage 
presence, especially when she’s 
singing her old girls camp song to 
a treasured childhood doll. 

The most interesting part of this 
play has always been the complex 
interactions between Norman and 
stepdaughter Chelsea. This is a 
tough role and it’s admirably play- 
ed by Judith Haynes. 

She manages to convey the ten- 
sion of constantly wanting to 
please Norman but always falling 
short. While not a big part of the 
play, it’s important to make the 
whole story credible.

Lesson in intimacy 


This Long Day’s Journey into 
Night is inspired by the Stratford 
Festival production, directed by 
Diana LeBlanc, and starring the 
best and brightest of Stratford, 
including Martha Henry, Tom 
McCamus and William Hutt. It ran 
for two seasons, and reviewers 
embarrassed themselves with 
unchecked praise. 

But anyone who’s watched PBS 
on Sunday night knows great 
plays don’t always translate into 
great movies, That’s what makes 
David Wellington’s Long Day's

Journey such a thrill. He has 
translated an excellent stage pro- 
duction into an even better film 

Eugene O’Neill’s thinly-veiled 
autobiography is an emotional 
exorcism, both for the doomed 
Tyrone family, and for the audi- 
ence. James Tyrone and his wife 
Mary have been joined by their 
grown sons at their summer home. 
James Jr. is a half-hearted actor 
with a booze problem and a taste 
for whores. Edmund is a con- 
sumptive poet. As morning melds 
into afternoon and then evening, 
their family togetherness turns 
into an ugly version of truth or 
dare. 

Wellington's film captures every 
nuance of betrayal and recrimina- 
tion and, ultimately, love in Long 
Day’s Journey. Despite the stage 
history of the production (the film 
stars the original Stratford cast) 
the film is a lesson in intimacy. 
The director uses the claustropho- 
bic, stage-bound qualities of the 
play to his advantage, so that 
watching it feels like eavesdrop- 
ping on a private conversation. 

His camera works like a spy in 
the Tyrone house. We're watching 
Mary and James in the living 
room, but the camera is half- 
focused on the dining room where 
the brothers are laughing and talk- 
ing. 

Wellington reminds us always of 
what's going on in other rooms, 
because the Tyrones are aware

The three men bring their char- 
acters down to size for the film — 
and they create a moving collec- 
tive portrait. Men in film are usual- 
ly driving fast cars, or blasting 
away with semi-automatics. These 
three are reminders of how com- 
plicated people really are. James 
Jr. (Peter Donaldson) and 
Edmund (Tom McCamus) love 
each other, and seek to destroy 
each other. Donaldson and 
McCamus have to walk a fine line 
between those two things, and 
they're both excellent. 

But the final word goes to 
William Hutt. Hutt gets under the 
skin of James Tyrone, the miserly 
old matinee idol, without compro- 
mise, but with enormous sympa- 
thy.

Recent Works: Steve Dixon 


& Tom Gale 
Harcourt House Gallery

andscape painting holds a ven- 

erable place in Canadian art. 
Browse through any book on the 
topic and you will find pages of 
Precambrian rock, tormented 
pines and the occasional river or 
waterfall (for varieties sake). 

The ubiquity of the landscape in 
Canadian art is no surprise given 
its sheer volume of cubic feet per 
citizen. What is surprising is the 
manner in which it is continually 
re-visioned. One of the few con- 
stants in life and a seemingly sta- 
ble objective fact, landscape art 
illustrates the land as a place, but 
also as an idea. And as an idea it 
can be shaped to express many 
different, and even opposing, 
truths. 

The current exhibition at Har- 
court House Gallery presents 
recent works by Edmonton print 
maker Steven Dixon and Edmon- 
ton painter Tom Gale. The show 
explores the idea of landscape and 
demonstrates its variable nature 
through the contrast of two very 





different approaches. However, 
like most opposite couplings, the 
show represents a compatibility of 
surface, not depth. 

Dixon explores the idea of land- 
scape as a cultural document. 
Inspired by his interest in archeol- 
ogy, his prints grouped under the 
title Explorations/ Excavations 
figure images of decomposing 
architecture and artifacts. These 
images illustrate a historical land- 
scape marked by disintegration, 
decay and transformation. Arch- 
aeological remains appear as cryp- 
tic stone formations, ancient runes 
of culture that have been repos- 
sessed by the land through the 
corrosive effects of time. This is 
no more clearly represented than 
in Dixon's stark photogravure of a 
stone bowl whose eroded surface 
and form has atrophied its identity 
as an artifact. The bowl, worn by 
time, has reverted to stone. 

Dixon's starkly monochromatic 
and classically structured prints 
are the yang to Gale's expression- 
istic painterly yin. Tom Gale's 
Group of Seven-ish paintings fig- 
ure various color and composi- 
tional interpretations of the 
cropped antler-like limbs of the 
northern Alberta pines. Dealing 
with a simplified figurative ele- 
ment, Gale succeeds in abstracting 
the form and infusing it with emo-

The X-Files, Seven, The Dead 
Zone, Clint Eastwood, bad TV cop 
show dialogue, and the brains of a 
few TV execs into a blender?

They specialize 
in seeking out psychotics with 
bizarre end-of-the-world obses- 
sions and a lot of notches on their 
serial killer belts. 

What makes Frank Black so 
effective at his job is the fact that 
he appears to be: PSYCHIC! 

Black is the kind of guy who baf- 
fles coroners because he can tell 
them exactly what grisly thing was 
done to the corpse without even 





show with the same grim yet disin- 
terested I’ve-seen-lots-of-severed- 
heads-in-my-day expression. He’s 
going to be torn between his job 
and a happy suburban life with his 
far too attractive wife and child. If 
future episodes are anything like 
the pilot, Frank Black will also be 
pulling a lot of barbed-wire bound 
homosexuals out of makeshift 
coffins buried in parks. 

The pilot features a story line as 
simple as the psychology which 
supports it. A psycho killer who 
looks kinda like a less bulky Henry 
Rollins is a peep show regular 
who's angry at women because of 
his mother and because he’s really 
a repressed homosexual. In order 
to atone for his sins, the killer 
recites poetry, beheads strippers, 
and buries mutilated homosexuals. 
Oh yeah, he’s also obsessed that 
the end of the world is near.
